Market Tone

Export prices for most grades of rice eased dightly due to weak market demand and the
depreciation of Baht. Trade sources reported that new market demand was quite weak,
particularly for small-scale exporters, while large-scale exporters were enjoying their shipment to
the Philippines under the government sales of 25% grade white rice in an amount of 273,750
metric tons for June-July delivery. Also, export prices were partly affected by the depreciation of
Baht to 42.12 baht/US$ on Mon, Jun 30, 2003 against the average of 41.69 baht/US$ last week.
However, trade sources reported that prices for parboiled rice changed dightly as exportable
supply was limited by government intervention program on second-crop paddy. Also, heavy rain
reportedly caused some delays in the production process as boiled paddy had to be dried before
being milled.

Note on data: Export figures since March 22, 2002, do not include fragrant rice. The authority to
report fragrant rice exports was moved from the Thai Board of Trade to the Ministry of
Commerce’s Office of Commodity Standards, which does not release official fragrant rice export
data FAS/BKK will report only official export numbers from the Board of Trade for non-
fragrant and from the Office of Commodity Standards for fragrant rice when available, but the
reader should bear in mind the difference between the data.

Unofficial exports for Jun 23-29 2003, totaled 101,175 tons, up 14,102 tons from the previous
week’ stotal and up 8,101 tons from the four week moving average 93,074 tons. Exports during
Jan 1- Jun 29, 2003, totaled 2,100,586 tons, compared with 3,193,626 tons (including fragrant
rice) during the same period in 2002.

According to the Department of Internal Trade, Ministry of Commerce, total rice exports
(including fragrant rice) during Jan 1 - Jun 25, 2003, amounted to 3,164,451 tons, up 0.9 percent
from 3,136,273 tons during the same period in 2002.
